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FRANKLIN FLAYS KING 
ON AREA POSTAL MESS
Claims Laxity 
Known to King

Accusations that Congressman Cecil R. King knows of 
many improper practices in the Torrance and Lawndale 
post offices and of failing to make any attempt to straight­ 
en out the situation were made yesterday by Charles, 
Franklin, Congressional nominee who will oppose King in 
the November elections.

The poor state of the postal 
service in Torrance and Lawn- 
dale was brought to Frank­ 
lin's attention during his "Op­ 
eration Doorbell" campaign, 
he said. During this campaign 
he has contacted more than 
.4000 persons in the district 
since June 7.

Among the complaints made 
to Franklin were that mail

10 hours from day to day; '

.veterans' checks have been 
as much as a week late 
through improper handling in 
the local post office; and that 
third class mail 'has been

late to deliver. All of these

Franklin « in Torrance, he 
said.

According' to Franklin, King 
has been told of this situa­ 
tion time and time again, but 
he- apparently shows no in­ 
terest in the postal service in 
his district. .

Buslnessme.n Tell Woes
A delegation of Lawndale 

businessmen held a meeting 
to inform King of the situa­ 
tion in Lawndale at, one time, 
but King confessed he was 
"confused" after, hearing their 
complaints, Franklin has been 
told. .

One of the prime federal 
matters that affect the people 
locally Is the mail service and,
Franklin says, man, of
King's seniority and supposed 
power should be able to make 
any changes necessary to im­ 
prove the situation locally. .

According to Franklin, in­ 
vestigation has shown" that the 
root of the trouble is political 
 appointments made prior to

to qualifications or exper­ 
ience.

"It Is no secret that prior 
to 1953 no postmaster' could 
be appointed in the 17th Dis­ 
trict Without the consent of 
King," his- opponent said yes­ 
terday.

Moral Destroyed
"These appointments have 

destroyed the moral of the 
employes in the. two post of­ 
fices and have thereby caused 
 a great turnover and poor 
postal service," Franklin said.

Franklin has been told that 
six out of eight regular car­ 
riers have quit at Lawndale 
since last January, and that 
17 out of the 17 employes 
at an official meeting here 
recently noted their dissatis­ 
faction with local postal offi­ 
cials.

"Until the moral *  of the 
postal employes is improved, 
postal service will not im­ 
prove," Franklin stated.
